An answer to Board of Health 
member Franklin H. Stacey’s letter | 
to the Board of Selectmen asking | 
about the possibility of a special 
town meeting’s power to revoke the 
1945 garbage licenses is being sent 
today.

Stacey and therefore was not avail- 
able for publication, it is under- 
stood on good authority that the 
letter would inform Mr. Stacey that 
no town meeting could add to or 
subtract from the powers of the 
Board of Health. These are granted 
by state law, and therefore a town 
meeting cannot change them. 

Mr. Stacey’s query was made in 
an attempt to nullify the permits 
granted by the Board of Health 
early this year for collecting garb- 
age. The town counsel had ruled 
that there was the possibility of 
court action if the permits were re- 
voked before December 31, 1945, 
when they expire. The other mem- 
bers of the Board, Dr. Look and Dr. 
Emmons, had no cognizance of the 
letter sent by Mr. Stacey, and the 
Board of Selectmen therefore treat- 
ed it as if it had come from a pri- 

vate citizen, it not having been the 
action of a board. 

There have been no further de- 
velopments on the situation this 
week, and Andover’s garbage is 
still in the hands of the private 
collectors.

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Andover Man Died Aboard Prison Ship|LST Launching 


Mr. and Mrs, George H. Burridge 
\of Bancroft road were officially noti- 
fied last week that their son, who 
ad been held as a prisoner of war 
iby the Japanese military authori- 


ties, was listed as having been 


killed in the Pacific on October 24, 


1944, when the ship on which he 
was being transported was sunk. 


The official Navy communication 
follows: “George Thayer Burridge, 
chief radioman, U. S. N., has been 

carried on records as prisoner of 

war. A full review of all evidence | 
pertaining to the status of your 
son has been made. It has been 
ascertained that on October 11, 
1944, your son, who was held cap- 


tive by the Japanese in the Bilibid 
prisoner 


Islands, was placed on board a Jap- | 


anese freighter apparently en route 
to Japan. 


“The ship anchored in the cove of 
an island about 200 miles from 
Manila for about six days before it

returned to Manila October 20, 1944. 
|From there, in a convoy of Japan- 
ese ships, it proceeded in a general 
northward direction. On October 
24, 1944, this ship, which bore no 
jmark to indicate it was carrying 
prisoners of war, was torpedoed and 
sunk off Shoonan, the eastern coast 
lof China. 


“Records maintained by Jap- 
/anese authorities in the Philippine 
Islands have come into the pos- 
| session of United States Naval per- 
sonnel. These records reveal that 
your son did not survive the sink- 
jing. Eight months have elapsed 
|since the date of the disaster, dur- 
jing which time no further word has 
|been received. Therefore, it is de- 
termined that he died on October 
24, 1944, and his status is thus 
changed.”

Chief Radioman Burridge enlisted 
in the Navy on June 26, 1934, and 
had not seen his parents for the 
past 11 years. He was on duty in 
the Manila Bay area as a radio 
operator in a high-powered station 
when captured by the Japanese.

It 
is expected that colorful ceremon- 
ies will take place at the launch- 
ing of this ship, approximately the 
first of October. A suitably inscrib- 
ed plaque will be placed on the 
ship, and Andoverians will have 
an opportunity to see the ship 
on the date of the launching.

New Officials Needed 
Recent events in town — the 


garbage situation and the hasty 
wage raises — should prove to the 
citizens of Andover that in order 
to have their real wishes taken care 
of, they’ve got to elect men capable 
of taking care of them. It’s one 
thing to understand something a 
certain way at town meeting and 
another to have it translated into 
action. If we haven’t elected of- 
ficials who have the ability to ad- 
minister properly, our town meet- 
ing wishes are going to be pretty 
much nullified. If our officials aren’t 
the type who can look into a prob- 
lem carefully beforehand, we’re go- 
ing to have to be bothered by a 
whole lot of post-town-meeting 
technicalities. 


It happened with the Board of 
Public Works. Andover’s town meet- 
ing felt sure that there would be no 
wage increases, because that 
board’s silence on the subject gave 
assent to Selectman Hardy’s state- 
ment that it was understood that 
the wages would remain at the 
same level as the previous year. 
But our board, you will remember, 
didn’t care about town meeting 
wishes and went ahead with the 
most drastic wage increase in the 
history of the town, later giving the

committee a cold shoulder on their 
_ plea that the precipitate action be 

increased. Had we had a board of 

different calibre, it never would 
have happened. 

Did you notice that the town

taxpayers, directors and the finance | 


required the consent of the select- 
men and the finance committee to 
any project? That’s a Board of Pub- 
lic Works matter, but the town 
meeting didn’t feel certain enough 
about the qualifications of the men 
it had elected to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works to really entrust to them 
such an important decision. 


And did you also notice that in 
the vote on the garbage contract, 
it was stipulated that the select- 
men would have to approve the 
contract, too? That was because 
the town meeting didn’t have con- 
fidence in the Board of Health—or 
rather in part of it. The town hasn’t 
been satisfied with this board for a 
long while, and even the addition 
of the two eminently qualified mem- 
bers, Dr. Look and Dr. Emmons, 
has failed to wipe out the feeling 
that this board doesn’t properl 
represent our town. It’s one thin 
to have ideas; it’s another to have 
the requisite traits for the proper 
follow-through on ideas. Possibly 
it was this same feeling of doubt 
regarding the present minority of 
the Board of Health that made the 
finance committee issue its oft- 
quoted statement, “insufficient in- 
formation available.” 

It’s our fault; let’s begin to elect 
officials in whom we can have 
confidence.
